II. Tux requeſt being reaſonable: for the Fra 
ter of it, and delivered. in terms of ſuitable reſpect, 
deſerved à gracious anſwer. God had directed 
Moſes to tell Pharaoh, that Iſrael was bis people, 
intimating that he had not given them up to the 
diſpoſal of the King of Eg ht, that 5 was his 
Fon, his firſt-born, and conſequently: dearer to him 
than the Eg yptians. He had ordered Moſes: to en- 
treat courteouſly, and beſeech the King to let his 
people go three days journey into the Wilderneſs, 
that they might ſacrifice to him. This was a very 
modeſt demand, and Moſes offered it with that 
humble addreſs which was preſcribed. God has 

laced Princes in the ſeat of honour, and will have 
be mellnges to approach them with humble o- 
iſance. But if, on their part, they refuſe to re: 
verence 
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verence him that is higher than the Higheſt, whoſe 
Vicegerents they are, and — whom and for hom 
they : reign, ſaying with Pharaoh I ku not rb. 
Lou, neither will I obey bis vole,” then He proceeds 
to make himſelf known to be God,; and to make 
them know themſelves to be but men, by dealing 
plainly with them, threatning them, and finall/ 
puniſhing/ them for their contempt, as he dealt 
with Pharaoh in the courſe of this Hiſtory, 184 5 
te afterwards treated che wicked Kings of his ownt 
W000 by e Wan 
nh the King, laying aſide his ſuſpicion and pre- 
judicez/ had taken the petitioners at their word, 
and generouſly bid them go ſacrifice to their God, 
de had not only ſaved himſelf and his people from 
manifold deſtruction, but had doubtleſs received 
from God's hand more than an equivalent for His 
loſs of rae}. For benefits are productive of be- 
neficial returns both from God and man, whereas 
cruel uſage arms the vengeance of both againſt the 
oppreſſor. Inſtances of the latter we'may. find a- 
bundant in this Book of Exodus. Of Benefits re- 
turned we have a memorable example 1 Sam. xv. 
6. where when King Saul was commiſſioned by 
God to cut off Amalek from the face of the Earth 
for cruelly aſſaulting diſtreſſed Hrael in the Wil- 
derneſs, we read that he firſt took care to ſeparate 
the Kenites from them, ſaying, Go, depart, get you 
down from among the Amalekites, left I deftroy you 
with them for ye ſhewed- kindneſs to all the children 
of tfrael, when they came up out of Eg ypt. Another 
example of ſuch grateful return we have 2 Kings 
vi. 13. which happened in the wars between H 
ria and Jſrael. The King of Syria had heard that 
the Prophet Eliſha diſcovered his moſt” ſecret 
Counſels to the King of ' ae]; whereupon the 
Syrian ſent his army to apprehend the Prophet, be- 
ing rhen in Dothan. But "Eliſha, in the power of 
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phiſtry; and his inſtruments uſe the very ſame ar- 


deny that the facred Scriptures are the word of 


God. Bur if that be too groſs to go down with 
their hearers, then they will wreſt them to ſuch a 


ſenſe, as ſhall be ſure to deſtroy the true intent 
and meaning of them. And theſe two methods 
are the 1 ſupports of Atheiſm and Immora- 
lity in the Chriſtian World. For hereby all reve- 
lation is ſet aſide.
